The  annual  rate’  of  lay  per  layer  on. hand  in  the  United  States  during  1943. 
was  142  eggs,  the  same  as  in  1942  compared' with  the  10-yea.r  ( 1932-41)  average, 
of  127  eggs.  However,  the  rate  per  hen  and  pullet  on.  hand  January  1 was  111  .
